Oceana defendant accused of ‘watering down’ story 


A clubber accused of murdering 
Jamie Sanderson in Kingston’s 
Oceana nightclub last year has 
been accused of “watering down” 
his account of the night to police. 

Mr Sanderson, 20, was stabbed 
once in the heart in the nightclub 
on October 25 last year. He died 
later in an ambulance. 

Four men - Levan Greenfield, 22, 
Ashley Milne, 23, both of Peckham, 
and Brandon Francis, 19, of West 
Dulwich, and Benjamin Onwuma, 
20, of Walworth - all deny murder.

The jury was told on the first day 
of the trial by prosecutor Crispin 
Aylett QC all four men were guilty 
of murder by the law of joint enter¬ 
prise - the same law which judges a 
getaway driver and a lookout as 
equally guilty of a robbery. 

Ashley Milne, 23, who was the 
first of the defendants to take the 
stand at the Old Bailey this week, 
told Mr Aylett he “watered down” 


his account of the night in a police 
interview. 

He also agreed he had not given a 
full account to police about fellow 
defendants Mr Francis and Mr 
Greenfield. 

Mr Aylett said: “You didn’t say 
anything to the police, did you, 
about Brandon Francis, who you 
knew and had known for years. 

“You chose either to water down 
your account or tell lies.” 

Mr Milne said: “That is correct. I 
think it was a mistake, but I don’t 


really get in trouble. I panicked.” 

Mr Aylett said: “You lied about 
your own involvement, Mr Milne, 
and you lied about the involvement 
of others because you had been a 
party to what went on. 

“You knew there was a knife in¬ 
volved; you knew it might be used.” 

Mr Milne said: “That is not 
correct.” 

The trial continues.

New name and new look 
for troubled town venue 


Oceana Kingston could soon 
be a thing of the past after 
bosses confirmed they were 
considering a name change. 

Club owners the Luminar 
Group finalised an agreement 
with Kingston Council and the 
Metropolitan Police last week, 
that will see the town centre 
venue stay open. 

Luminar is now planning a 
large-scale refurbishment of 
the club, included converting 
the Woo Woo bar, on the 
ground floor of the club, into a 
new “seated music lounge”. 

The Woo Woo sign has al¬ 
ready been removed. 

A Luminar spokeswoman 
said: “We are reviewing 
plans for the club’s 
future, which include a 
refurbishment and potential 
name change. 

“Oceana has always been at 
the heart of Kingston’s late- 
night economy. 

“Now we have certainty over

the licence, we have a great op¬ 
portunity to invest in the club 
to create a stylish new venue.” 

Details of potential new 
names have yet to be 
released, although Luminar 
recently launched a new brand 
of clubs, Cameo and Bar Myu, 
in Bournemouth. 

Oceana’s name has become 
tarnished following two stab- 
bings in 2012. 

In May last year, clubber 
Karlos Frederick was stabbed 
five times in the legs, arm and 
chest by a knife smuggled into 
the club past security staff. 

His attacker, Hoopang Wong, 
was eventually sentenced to 
seven years in prison. 

Then, in October, 20-year-old 
Jamie Sanderson died from a 
single stab wound to the heart 
during an alleged fight inside 
the club.

Council defends decision change on Oceana 


The leader of Kingston 
Council defended its Oceana 
closure u-turn, but admitted 
residents will feel 
disappointed.

Oceana had hired detec¬ 
tives - “above borough com¬ 
mander level” - to try to 
sneak knives into the club to 
show how security had 
improved, Coun Green said. 

According to council legal 
officers, the gagging of resi¬ 
dents and councillors had 
been necessary to ensure 
Oceana did not cry foul if 
the appeal had gone ahead. 


Osbourne 
‘in exile’ 

Former Kingston Council 
leader Derek Osbourne has 
described the loneliness and 
boredom of being “in exile” 
following his arrest on suspi¬ 
cion of possessing indecent 
images of children. 

The ex-Liberal Democrat, 
who resigned on June 12, has 
been keeping friends on his 
Facebook page updated of his 
activities since quitting the 
council. 

Mr Osbourne, a keen ama¬ 
teur actor who goes by the 
Facebook name “Malvolio Os¬ 
bourne”, referenced 1970s TV 
series I, Claudius to describe 
his situation. 

On June 19, he wrote: “I now 
understand how lonely and 
boring exile is. 

“I remember that from I, 
Claudius. 

“Still at least I am unlikely 
to look up and find a couple of 
praetorians with unsheathed 
gladii [a Roman sword].” 

His last entry at the time of 
going to press was June 27, 
when he wrote: “One of the 
frustrations is not being as 
open as I would like on the 
twists and turns of the plot. 

“Yesterday was a good day.” 

Several former colleagues 
have responded to Mr Os¬ 
bourne’s entries. 

Liberal Democrat council¬ 
lors Yogan Yoganathan, Vicki 
Harris, Rachel Reid and Mar¬ 
garet Thompson, as well as 
campaign manager Roisin 
Miller, have all “liked” recent 
comments from Mr Osbourne. 

Mr Osbourne was arrested 
at his home in New Malden on 
June 11, on suspicion of pos¬ 
sessing indecent images of 
children. He was bailed until 
August. A byelection for his 
Beverley ward seat will be 
held on July 25.

Halfway point in estate cleaning plan 


A £2m push towards 
Crossrail 2 could see 
work begin on the 
North and South Lon¬ 
don rail link from 2018. 

The Treasury has 
pledged money towards 
considering the net¬ 
work that could cut 
travel times across 
London by half. 

But residents in the 
borough are still wait¬ 
ing to find out whether 
Kingston will benefit 
from the scheme. 

Tony Adams, chair¬ 
man of Kingston Area 
Travellers’ Associa¬ 
tion, said: “Anything 
that gives greater 
transport links across 
Kingston is greatly wel¬ 
comed. Of course it 
would depend on the 
final decisions as to 
where the network 
starts and finishes.”

Councillor Malcolm 
Self said: “I think eco¬ 
nomically it could be a 
benefit to Kingston and 
Surbiton so it seems 
promising. 

“But it seems like I 
shall be retired before 
it happens. The time 
scale is such a long way 
into the future.” 

In one of the pro¬ 
posed routes, the travel 
time between Wimble¬ 
don, in the south of 
London, and Alexandra 
Palace in the north, 
will be cut from 51 min¬ 
utes to just 31. 

The route will include 
stops at Surbiton and 
Kingston, while the 
other option will only 
include underground 
stations. 

A consultation on the 
route is due to end in 
August. 


Residents on a Tolworth es¬ 
tate crossed a milestone in a 
cleaning project they began 
over two years ago. 

Members of the Sunray and 
Egmont Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion (SERA) and 35 police 
cadets staged clean-ups that 
marked the halfway point to 
taking on the whole estate. 

Stuart Wears, chairman of 
SERA, said: “Within two 
weeks we had about 106 peo¬ 
ple come out to do either graf¬ 
fiti or rubbish clean up. 

“It builds up the community 
spirit. These clean-ups are a 
motivational way of doing 
that. 

“We have shifted 16 tonnes 
of material off the estate in 
the past two years. Some of 
the roads have been aban¬ 
doned for five years and no¬ 
body has touched them.” 

Police cadets cleared graffiti 
in Knollmead on June 19 and 
20, while residents removed 


overgrown weeds and rubbish 
in Warren Drive South on 
June 9. 

Forty-five adults and 18 chil¬ 
dren from eight roads on the 
estate took part, and the 


association recruited three 
new members on the day.

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Hero officer 'overdosed’ 


A hero cop who was injured 
while saving children from a 
joyrider was still waiting for 
compensation when he died 
from an accidental overdose, 
an inquest has heard. 

Keith Gray was found dead 
on a sofa, aged 40, on July 28 
last year, the morning after 
the Olympics opening cere¬ 
mony, in the former Kaleido¬ 
scope building in Cromwell 
Road, Kingston, which was a 
Hestia Housing hostel. 

He had planned to meet his 
daughter the next day. 

As a PC he had suffered a 
fractured back and was left 
in a brace after a driver he 
saw knocking down two 
children reversed into him 
at a Croydon Christmas 
lights event on November 22, 
2008. 

Summing up, coroner

Jeremy Chipperfield said: 
“Keith was waiting for com¬ 
pensation, but I understand 
from [his brother] Alan 
Gray’s statement that com¬ 
pensation seemed to be tak¬ 
ing forever and he hadn’t had 
any at the time of his death.” 

Forensic tests found toxic 
levels of prescribed medica¬ 
tion and paracetamol in Mr 
Gray’s blood and urine. 

He had asked for medica¬ 
tion to cover seven trips he 
intended to make in a month, 
including a visit to Center 
Parcs with his daughter, a 
visit to France and eventual¬ 
ly a three-week holiday to 
America to visit a friend, an 
inquest into his death heard. 

Canbury Medical Centre’s 


Dr James Benton said: “I 
thought about this a lot obvi¬ 
ously. It seemed to be a plau¬ 
sible story. 

“He seemed to me to be 
doing well. He was looking 
for a new career, buying a 
house, he was looking for¬ 
ward to reducing his medica¬ 
tion.” 

He said he discussed Mr 
Gray’s wellbeing with him, 
saying: “I felt he was winning 
his battles. 

“I honestly believed he was 
starting the journey back to 
improving.” 

A Hestia Housing worker 
described Mr Gray as 
“drowsy” and “incoherent” 
days before his death, talking 
to himself and said there was 
concern about how anxious 
he had been. 

She also said staff were 


concerned that Mr Gray had 
also been asking fellow hos¬ 
tel residents for money. 

Nadia Anise said: “I never 
thought he had more [medi¬ 
cation] than he was expected 
to have. If I had known that 
he had taken out more than 
he is supposed to, I would 
have thought ‘this is serious I 
should look for another doc¬ 
tor to speak to’. 

“He never mentioned any¬ 
thing about wanting to trav¬ 
el. I did the best I could in the 
capacity of my work.” 

Mr Gray’s brother, mother 
and wife, who he had been 
separated from, were all pre¬ 
sent at the inquest into his 
death on Thursday, June 27, 
at West London Coroner’s 
Court. 

A verdict of accidental 
death was returned.

It was the year the first 
Chelsea Flower Show was 
held, when Emily Dawson 
became the first female mag¬ 
istrate and news reached 
Britain of Captain Scott’s 
fatal expedition to the South 
Pole. 

Meanwhile, in Kingston, 
Italian immigrant Antonio 
Mastracola founded his ice 
cream business, Kingstonian 
Ice Cream. 

The year was 1913, and now, 
a century on, Mr Mastracola’s 
relatives are celebrating 100

years in business. 

Now run by his great-grand¬ 
son Enrico, the Kingstonian 
ice cream vans are still a fa¬ 
miliar sight around the bor¬ 
ough, pitched up at the 
Kingston Gate of Richmond 
Park, and along the riverside 
at weekends. 

Despite several factory 
moves and setbacks, the 
company has always stayed 
true to its Italian heritage - 


something Enrico Mastracola 
believes has been key to the 
family’s success. 

He said: “Many older cus¬ 
tomers remember the old fac¬ 
tory and tell stories from their 
childhood of going there with 
a plate or cup to fill up with 
ice cream. 

“They all say how lovely it 
was and are never disappoint¬ 
ed when they taste the same 
stuff today. 

“Commitment to quality 
has always been and will 
always be part of this 


family business.” 

Antonio Mastracola died in 
1940, after which three of his 
seven sons - Fred, Puppy 
and Willy - carried on the 
business. 

The company had pitches in 
Kingston town centre, by the 
riverside and at the Monday 
market, as well as travelling 
to Leatherhead and Epsom. 

Fred Mastracola’s son Der¬ 
rick joined the company in 
the 1960s, running the van at 
the Kingston gate entrance in 
Richmond Park. 


Today, he still trades at 
weekends on Kingston river¬ 
side, while his son Enrico 
runs the business. 

To celebrate the company’s 
centenary, Enrico plans to 
make 100 different flavours of 
ice cream throughout the 
year. 

The company will also be 
giving away commemorative 
mugs to loyal customers.

An ice life 

Antonio Mastracola arrived in 
London from Villa Santa 
Lucia, Cassino, Italy, in the 
late 1880s. 

The 1891 UK census has 
him registered as an ice 
cream vendor living in Lon¬ 
don’s traditional Italian quarter 
in Eyre Street Hill, Holborn. 

In November that year he 
married Pasqualina Capaldi, a 
fellow Italian who had migrat¬ 
ed to Kingston in 1881. 

They had eight children, all 
boys, and in 1897 moved to 
Kingston, living at 26 Asylum 
Road, Norbiton. 

The family lived in Glasgow 
for a few years before return¬ 
ing to Kingston in 1904. 

By 1911 the family had 
moved to 1 Cambridge Grove 
Road, Norbiton, and, in 1913, 
Mr Mastracola founded 
Kingstonian Ice Cream. 

In 1940, at White City dog 
track, Mr Mastracola suffered 
a stroke and died days later 
on March 21. 

His three sons, Fred, Puppy 
and Willy continued the busi¬ 
ness. Fred Mastracola’s son, 
Derrick, would later take on 
the Richmond Park pitch. 

In the 1960s, Kingston 
Council put in a compulsory 
purchase order on the 
Kingston ice cream factory 
site to build flats and the fac¬ 
tory was sold. 

Derrick set up an ice cream 
kiosk in Eden Walk and 
stayed there until the 1970s 
when redevelopment again 
forced him to move. 

In the early 1980s, he 
opened a new ice cream fac¬ 
tory at 2 Glenville Road, 
Kingston. At the same time, 
Derrick Mastracola’s son Enri¬ 
co joined the business. 

Derrick can still be found on 
Kingston riverside at week¬ 
ends, while his son trades at 
the Kingston Gate entrance to 
Richmond Park on Sundays.

Suspended sentence: Darren 
McLarty, 21 


A man convicted of supplying 
20g of heroin to an undercov¬ 
er policeman in a church 
doorway has escaped serving 
jail time despite six previous 
convictions. 

Darren McLarty, 21, from 
Wessex Close, Norbiton, was 
found guilty of supplying 
drugs on March 19 last year, 
while involved with a gang of 
17 men selling crack cocaine 
and heroin around a Mitcham 
estate. 

He was given an 18-month 
suspended jail sentence at 
Kingston Crown Court on 
June 27, and a 12-month inte¬ 
grated domestic abuse 
programme on account of 
his young age and it being a 


single offence. 

He also has to carry out 200 
hours of unpaid work. 

Judge Georgina Kent said: 
“I find it disturbing you ap¬ 
pear to be involved in a num¬ 
ber of offences.” 

Prosecutor Martin Pinfold 
said McLarty, along with 
Brian Mudziwepasi, who is 
currently serving a jail sen¬ 
tence of 11 years for shooting 
at officers after the drug deal, 
was standing in the doorway 
of a church hall waiting for 
the undercover officer. 

McLarty, who used to work 
in Sainsbury’s, Kingston, has 
had six previous convictions 
including possession of 
cocaine and heroin. 


Kingston police have 
new man at the helm 


A new borough commander for 
Kingston police has been appoint¬ 
ed - the third person to take on 
the role this year. 

Superintendent Glenn Tunstall 
has been announced as the re¬ 
placement for Ian Smith, who re¬ 
tired earlier this month after just 
five months in the job.

“In the last six months there 
have had to be changes but this 
has not impacted on the borough 
and I would like to point out that 
in that time there have actually 
been fewer victims of burglary 
and robbery. 

“Glenn Tunstall has been ap¬ 
pointed as the new borough com¬ 
mander who comes highly 
recommended and was selected 
for his skills and ability to lead 
the police service in Kingston and 
make your communities safer.”

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Doctor 'failed to answer calls’ 


A £230,000-a-year GP was at his 
home in Norfolk when he should 
have been on duty answering calls 
from out-of-hours patients in 
south-west London, a tribunal has 
heard. 

Dr Ravi Sondhi, 52, abused his po¬ 
sition as financial director of the 
Croydon Doctors on Call (Croydoc) 
and took £100,000 from the NHS- 
funded out-of-hours service, it is 
claimed. 

Croydoc was set up in 1995 as a co¬ 
operative group of local GPs before 
winning lucrative NHS contracts 
in Croydon, Kingston and 
Sutton and Merton to provide out- 
of-hours care to almost lm patients. 

He was often uncontactable at his 
home in Fakenham, Norfolk, when 
he was supposed to be on duty,

forcing patients to go to accident 
and emergency, the Medical Practi¬ 
tioners Service tribunal heard. 

Dr Sondhi, who owned a string of 
care homes, also allegedly made a 
series of racist comments in 
emails, and asked in one message 
“Did you know Jamaicans are im¬ 
mune to swine flu as they are 
swines anyway?” 

He told a colleague: “My comput¬ 
er has inherited a black virus. It 
does not want to work”, it was 
claimed. 

Dr Sondhi took unauthorised fi¬ 
nancial advances for him and his 
wife, Dr Salma Uddin, who also 
worked for the service, of up to 


£80,000 against their salaries, the 
tribunal heard. 

By 2009 he had taken £100,000 
more than the couple were entitled 
to. 

“It was obvious the taking of ad¬ 
vances without authority from the 
board was wrong,” said Paul Ozin 
QC, for the General Medical Coun¬ 
cil (GMC). 

The GMC alleges Dr Sondhi lied 
to fellow directors in order to mis¬ 
lead them as to the level of cover 
actually provided where just one 
doctor would be on hand to cover 
all three areas. 

A November 2009 investigation 
found Dr Sondhi consistently failed 
to answer the telephone when on 
call, with 144 unanswered calls 
logged in a single evening and took 


as long as three hours to respond to 
urgent calls, when the target was 20 
minutes. 

On one occasion a three-year-old 
girl with breathing difficulties 
had to be taken to hospital after 
three failed attempts to contact Dr 
Sondhi. 

Dr Sondhi was sacked by NHS 
Croydon in 2010 and is currently 
suspended by the GMC while his 
case is considered. 

The GMC alleges Dr Sondhi failed 
to act with probity in his financial 
dealings as a director of Croydoc 
and that his actions were dishonest 
and misleading in connection with 
financial advances he took from the 
service. 

The hearing is due to continue 
until July 26.

Kingston Council has escaped 
forking out an estimated £lm in 
redundancy payouts to workers 
after a careers service was axed 
just days after being awarded a 
contract. 

Six London councils had been 
locked in a two-year legal battle 
over who was responsible for the 
statutory pay of more than 80 ex- 
Connexions employees. 

But a seven-day employment 
tribunal last month found that it 
was the Centre for British Teach¬ 
ers’ Education Trust (CfBT) that 
would be held accountable to pay 
out the workers of the former em¬ 
ployment and relationship advice 
service for young and vulnerable 
teenagers. 

Marian Freedman, who worked

at the old Connexions shop in 
Kingston as an adviser, said: “We 
have waited two years to get here.

The original Connexions con¬ 
tract between councils and CfBT 
was worth £5.2m before it was 
axed in April 2011. 

The old Kingston Connexions 
shop stood in Argyll House in 
Brook Street. 

Richard Birkett, commercial di¬ 
rector at CfBT, said: “We are dis¬ 
appointed with this judgment. 

“The tribunal did not agree with 
us and we will now of course en¬ 
sure that staff affected by this dis¬ 
pute are properly recompensed 
with redundancy payment.”

Mayor Boris Johnson is mak¬ 
ing £100m available to outer 
London boroughs, including 
Kingston, in his mini-Holland 
initiative. 

He wants more people to ride 
bikes and the way to achieve 
this is to copy what has been 
done in Holland and other 
major European cities. 

In Holland cycle tracks that 
are separate from motor traffic 
are much more common in 
town centres than is currently 
the case in Kingston. 

Similarly, where bikes share 
the road with traffic, there are 
lower speed limits of 30kph, 
about equivalent to our 20mph 
limit, for safety and ambience 
reasons. Lower vehicle speeds 
makes crossing the roads safer 
for everyone and streets more 
pleasant. 

The Mayor intends the bud¬ 
get for this programme be 
shared between just three or 


four suburban boroughs, 
meaning Kingston could feasi¬ 
bly be allocated £30m to trans¬ 
form its roads.

House price rise continues 

Demand for homes grows as cost of credit falls 



London leads annual price growth says the Nationwide report 


There was more positive news 
for homeowners this week with 
the latest Nationwide building 
society report showing UK house 
prices increased by 0.3 per cent 
in June and were 1.9 per cent 
higher than in June 2012. 

London and the south of 
England continued to record 
stronger rates of house price 
growth. The report shows the 
capital is the most expensive 
region in the UK when it comes 
to buying property, and leads 
annual price growth, with prices 
climbing to a record high. 

Robert Gardner, Nationwide’s 
chief economist, said: “London 
was again the top performing 
region, with prices up 5.2 per 
cent compared to the same 
period in 2012. 

“London has seen the greatest 
recovery in prices of any region, 
and prices are now five per cent 
above their 2007 peak at 
£318,214.” 

According to Mr Gardner there 
are a number of factors 
responsible for the price growth. 

“Demand for homes has been 
supported by modest gains in 
employment, as well as an 


improvement in the availability 
and a reduction in the cost of 
credit. This is partly as a result 
of policy measures, such as the 
Funding for Lending Scheme.” 

Ryan Oliver, area director of 
Your Move estate agents, 
confirmed the market is 
improving. 

He said: “We have noticed an 
increase of over 50 per cent from 
new buyer registrations per new 


property listing against the same 
period last year. 

“This has been helped by 
stronger buyer confidence 
fuelled by easier mortgage 
availability, better rates and 
lower loan to values.” 

He added: “This has meant that 
not only are we achieving a 
higher percentage of full asking 
price offers we have also seen an 
increase in new listing prices.”

“We both want to win and 
we both know we are trying, 
so we can have a laugh and 
enjoy it as well.
